“IRISH  GREY”  is  a distinct  and  very  valuable  melon,  the  productive- 
ness is  wonderful,  producing  more  good  merchantable  melons  under  the 
same  condition  than  any  other  variety,  the  eating  quality  is  all  that  could 
be  desired  in  a watermelon,  the  sparkling  red  flesh  is  very  sweet  and  entirely 
free  from  hard  centers  or  stringiness,  yet  the  flesh  is  very  firm  and  com- 
pacted and  will  not  break  when  sliced  (see  cut).  The  size  is  uniformly 
large,  color  of  rind,  yellowish  grey  and  almost  as  tough  as  that  of  the  Citron, 
ripens  early,  will  keep  in  good  condition  for  a long  time  after  picking  and 
stand  long  distance  shipping  better  than  any  other  melon ; for  comparison 
I claim  it  will  carry  1,000  miles  distance  and  ship  back  over  the  same  route 
and  open  entirely  satisfactory. 

Another  important  feature,  the  rind  will  not  sunburn,  and  will  keep  in 
good  condition  for  several  days  in  the  sun  after  becoming  ripe,  while  all 
dark  rind  melons  will  blister  yellow  on  the  top,  which  renders  it  unsaleable. 

The  IRISH  GREY  is  beyond  the  experimental  stage  and  you  need  not 
hesitate  to  plant  it  extensively.  It  is  the  best  home  market  melon  as  well 
as  the  best  shipper,  you  will  make  no  mistake  to  try  it.  The  photographs 
shown  here  only  give  you  a faint  idea  of  what  the  melon  is  like,  but  you 
will  note  the  smooth  outline  of  the  single  melon  as  well  as  the  enormous 
crop  shown  by  the  field  view,  also  note  the  firmness  of  flesh  shown  in  the 
slice  half-inch  thick,  this  melon  was  picked  two  weeks  before  slicing  and 
had  lost  none  of  its  delicious  flavor.

THIS  FAMOUS  SWEETEST  OF  ALL  WATERMELONS,  introduced  several  years 
ago  and  has  become  immensely  popular,  and  no  doubt  is  more  universally  grown  than 
any  other  sort.  While  the  skin  is  too  tender  to  admit  of  the  fruits  being  shipped  any 
great  distance  to  market,  it  is  most  desirable  to  plant  for  home  use  or  nearby  markets. 
Fruits  are  oblong  in  form,  dark  green  skin,  very  thin  rind.  Flesh  bright  scarlet,  with 
broad,  solid  heart.  Flesh  crisp,  sugary  and  melting,  entirely  free  from  stringiness.  The 
melons  average  from  18  to  22  inches  in  length,  by  10  to  12  inches  in  diameter,  of  hand- 
some appearance  and  superior  quality.  The  melons  ripen  quite  early.  The  seed  I offer 
of  this  variety  were  saved  from  the  very  choice  selections  of  uniform  size  and  types.

SALMON  TINTED  POLLOCK 
NO.  25  CANTALOUPE 

This  melon  has  been  grown  for  market  only 
a few  years  extensively,  and  it  has  won  a good 
reputation  as  one  of  the  very  best  for  long-dis- 
tance shipping. 

The  vines  are  highly  rust-resistant.  The  meat 
of  very  fine  texture,  is  deep  and  firm.  Color  of 
meat  green  one-half  the  depth  from  the  rind,  the 
remaining  one-half  a rich  salmon,  giving  it  an 
attractive  appearance. 

The  netting  is  closely  laced  and  interlaced, 
there  being  a subnetting  underneath  the  outer 
netting. 

The  size  runs  from  standard  to  jumbo  and  it 
yields  a very  heavy  crop.  This  is  the  favorite 
sort  with  California  growers.

A product  of  my  own  which  I have 
succeeded  in  perfecting  after  years  of 
careful  selection  from  the  choicest  na- 
tive Florida  Flint  Corn.  By  carefully 
selecting  tne  seed  each  year,  and  allow- 
ing the  blades  to  remain  on  the  stalk 
luntil  it  was  thoroughly  matured,  I have 
| built  up  a strain  of  exceptionally  fine 
Flint  Corn,  large,  strong  growing  plant,  with  luxuriant  dark  green  leaves  and  large  stalk. 
Ears  large,  with  from  12  to  16  rows,  kernels  broad  and  long,  cob  medium  size  I have
